A N eg :ri> « « T ar b Do o ko r*' F i n d s a N e w U s e 
f e r t h e C o tto n S e e d . 
Dr. R. Steiner of Wayntaboro.Ga.,re­ 
lates a rather remarkable oocurreuce in 
which a ne^ro ifirl aind a rattlesnake 
figure. 
The girl was reoenUy bitten by a 
snake of this epecies, whoso venom 
almost defies seientific treatment even 
when it is applied by the most skillful 
physician at ones.

named Jim Beale undertook the cure 
and succeeded triumphantly, and with 
a remedy never heard of before. 
The 
cotton plant has been found to servo 
many purposes for feod and clothing, 
etc., but so far never was used before 
by any other doctor than old Jim to 
cure rattlesnake bites. 
Dr. Steiner says he w^as not told of

rattlesnake bite usually kills in half

ammonia, and applied it to the wound, 
and gave her also cotton seed tea to 
drink. 
Ammonia is the usual anti­ 
dote for the poison of snakes 
(except 
of course, 
“ corn juice" 
at 
fishing 
frolics) , and old Dr. Jim was applying 
science in his experience. 
He then 
cut open the rattlesnake and squeez­ 
ing out the blood applied a piece of the 
fleshy part to the wound, bandaging 
it on firmly.
